THE INDIANS’ 36-YEAR-OLD 
SHORTSTOP HAS SEEN A LOT IN 
HIS LONG AND DISTINGUISHED 
CAREER. IN THE FOLLOWING 
INTERVIEW, VIZQUEL OFFERS 
HIS VIEWS ON A WIDE RANGE 
OF BASEBALL TOPICS.

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Q: If you were Baseball Commissioner 
for a day, what would you change 
about the game? 

A: (laughing, Omar answers...) | 
would make a rule that we can have 
a coach behind second base. We 
already have coaches at first and third. 
We should have a coach at second 
base to keep us aware of what’s 
going on around us. And he could 
steal the signs from the catcher, 

and flash them to the hitter. | think 
that would make the game more 
interesting, don’t you? 


Q: What’s the hardest play for a 
shortstop to make? 

A: The one going into the hole, 
between third and short. Because 
all your momentum is going in that 
direction, but then you have to stop 
and make a real accurate throw to 
first base. There are different ways 
to do it. (Derek) Jeter uses that 
jump-and-throw. Some other guys 
use the pop-up slide-and-throw. 


Q: If you were manager of a team, 
and there were two outs in the 
bottom of the ninth inning, and you 
needed one hit to win the World 
Series, who would you want as 
the hitter? 

A: Ichiro Suzuki. Because | know 

he would make contact, he doesn’t 
strike out, and he can make so 
many plays close at first because 
of his speed. 


Q: In that/same situation, if you 
needed to get one out to win the 
World Series, which pitcher would 
you pick to get that out? 

A: Pedro Martinez. 


Q: What’s the hardest pitch for a 
hitter to hit? 

A: A split-fingered fastball. Because 
the ball dives, and if you do a regular 
swing, you're going to hit a ground 
ball, so you have to take a different 
approach to hit that pitch. You’ve got 
to do like a golf swing, with a slight 
uppercut, to hit it well. 


Q: What ballpark has the best infield 
playing surface? 

A: | love the one in Baltimore, and the 
one in Chicago, the White Sox’ field. 
Those are the two best. 
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Q: How do you judge an infield playing 
surface? What makes a good one? 
A:The dirt is soft, and the ball never 
takes a bad hop. The ball always 
takes two hops to you, every time. 


Q: Do you prefer playing on grass 
or artificial turf? 
A: | love grass. 


Q: Most infielders would probably 
prefer turf, because there are never 
any bad hops. 

A: Yeah, it’s easier on turf, but | never 
really liked it. 


Q: Who has the best uniforms in 
baseball? The ones you like the most? 
A: | don’t know if it’s the combination ' 
of colors, but | really like the Pittsburgh {% 
Pirates’ uniforms. Those are very nice. 
And | used to like the old Houston 
Astros uniforms with the rainbow 
colors on the shirts. 


Q: If you designed a uniform, what ( 
features would you like to see in it? 

A: | would put the uniform number 

on the pants. | remember the White 

Sox used to wear those a really long 

time ago. And they looked pretty q 
cool. So, | would put a number up " 
high on the pants leg. And | also 
like a sleeveless uniform top. 


Q: Who is one of the most 
underrated players in basebal 
in your opinion? A guy who 
doesn’t get a lot of publicitg, 


A: | always thought that 
Martinez never got the r 
he deserved. He’s an aw 
and people don’t talk m 
him, because he’s a DH. 
awesome—a really outstanding player. 
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Q: Who is the toughest pitcher you ever faced? 
A: Pedro. Just the way he pitches—because he 
really pitches. It’s not like he can dominate a 
game with just one pitch. He just throws a 
bunch of stuff to get you out. 
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A: | like Camden Yards in Baltimore. 
The infield is great. You have a great 
baseball atmosphere. People are right 
on top of you. 


A: | like Toronto. It’s great. They have 
a lot of restaurants, arts, and music 
places. Good museums. There’s a lot 
to do there. | don’t like the ballpark 
much, but it’s my favorite city to visit. 


A: To be a good manager you have 
to earn respect from the players. 


A: By first respecting you as a player, 
and then respecting everything else 
that is around him. | think Eric Wedge 
is a great manager because of that. 
He doesn’t let too many things get 
away from anybody. He doesn’t care 
how much money you make, he 
treats everybody equally. And that’s 
the way it’s supposed to be. 


A:| think a good manager has a chance 
to win some games because of the moves 
he makes. | really believe that. Sometimes 
it comes down to one play, and the 
manager has to have the guts to make 
the right move. That can be the difference 
between winning and losing. 


A: A good teammate is someone who 
respects himself as a player. He’s a 
team player, of course. He does 
everything to make other people 
happy, not just himself. 


A: Carlos Baerga. | really liked Eddie 
Murray as a teammate. And Orel 
Hershiser. And Harold Reynolds, 
when | was with Seattle. 


A: It’s hard for a pitcher to be a good 

leader, but Hershiser was great about 
that. He would really watch the game, 
and he was one of the few pitchers who 
would talk to the hitters about hitting. 


A: Wayne Kirby. And Casey Candaele. 
Those two guys made me laugh a lot. 


A: I’m a terrible dresser—l’ve got my 
own style. But best dresser, I’d say 
Ellis Burks. He dresses really nice. He 
spends big bucks on clothes. Matt 
Lawton is dressing really nice this year. 


A: When | first made it to the big 
leagues, | remember the Oakland A's 
really came in hard on you. | remember 
Dave Parker took me out one time, 
and | rolled over three times. Once you 
establish yourself in the big leagues, 
there aren’t too many guys that can 
come in hard on you. But before, there 
were a lot of guys that came in hard. 
Parker. Jose Canseco came in pretty 
hard, early in his career. | got hurt one 
time (a knee injury) because Pudge 
Rodriguez slid over the top of the 

bag. But that wasn’t really coming 

in hard...that was just a bad slide. 
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A: | think Carlos Beltran of Kansas City. 
He would also be a guy | would say is 
very underrated as a player. He is 
amazing. He’s so fast and reacts so 
quickly. He sees the ball and the 
whole field. He’s awesome. 


A: Ichiro Suzuki. Because | like how he 
runs, and he has a good arm. He does 
everything. | don’t know if you would 
say that about Alex Rodriguez, because 
his game is mostly just power. But when 
you come into a ballpark, you’re looking 
for something flashy, somebody who 
really catches your eye, and Ichiro is the 
type of player that you want to see. 


A: I'd cut down the strikes and balls. 
Instead of getting four balls and three 
strikes, I’d make it three balls and two 
strikes. That would do it for sure. You’d 
have less time to think. 


A: | think it’s bad for baseball because 
it doesn’t give much hope to the other 
teams. The Yankees are fielding like an 
All-Star team, and it’s hard for other 
teams to compete against that. 


A: If you’re on a contending team, yes. 
If you are contending, and you see the 
Yankees with that kind of lineup, | mean, 
Boston has to be devastated about that 
trade. They tried to get A-Rod, but 
couldn’t. So how come the Yankees 
get him? It’s not fair for them. So | do 
think it’s bad for baseball. It’s great for 
the Yankees. They are going to keep 
making their run for the World Series 
every year, and continue to make all 
that money.

Q: How close did you come to accomplishing the goals 
you wanted to accomplish last season? 

A: | look at where we are now compared to last year, and 
we are much further ahead in the process. We’ve done a 
ton of evaluation. We’ve identified some core players and 
filtered out the total number of potential core players. 
We've gotten our philosophy ingrained, and people 
understand it now. 


Q: What was the most difficult part of the season for 
you last year? 

: There are still moments where it’s extremely difficult 
to look at (Jacobs Field) not being full, and to look 
into people’s eyes on the outside and not have them 
understand...or have the same level of confidence 
| have in where we are eventually going to get. 


Q: The main difference from Spring Training this year 
and last year is what? 

We're further along in the evaluation with some core 
players identified. We’re further along in development. 
There are clearly guys that have taken huge steps in their 
development and they’re starting to establish themselves. 
We've got a large part of our values and expectations and 
our culture in place that we just didn’t have a year ago. 
So | look at all three things we wanted to accomplish last 
year—evaluation, development, and establishing these 
standards and expectations—and | think we made big 
strides in all of them.

Q: What’s the most difficult part of rebuilding? 
Losing. 


Q: But that comes with it, right? 

Yeah. That was clearly the hardest part for me because 
we are competitive internally, and we’re doing it against 
the backdrop of having won so much. And part of our job 
is to provide a winning team for the city and its fans. But 
| think we’re doing it exactly the way we should be doing 
it. Nobody has presented me a better alternative, given 
our set of circumstances. So | know we’re doing the right 
thing, but the route to get there—even though we’re 
taking the accelerated route—can’t be rushed. At a certain 
point it’s about development, and development requires 
being patient and consistent. That’s the greatest challenge. 
Being patient. | know to get this done we have to be 
patient. And we have to be consistent. But it’s a hard 
thing to do. 


QO: Were there times last year, or will there be this year, 
when you'll have to remind yourself to be patient? 

Yes. You constantly battle that dual side. Your natural 
competitiveness leads to impatience and the desire and 
knowledge that the only way the plan is going to work 
is if you stick to it. 
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Q: How about Brandon Phillips? 

A: |am ultimately just as confident he’s going to be a 
good Major League player. | believe that. I’m a little bit 
concerned. But the largest thing he needs to accomplish 
is to be accountable for his own performance, and if he 
does that he’ll be able to make the right adjustments. 
I’m extremely confident in his athletic ability, his track 
record, and that he is a good person at heart. Because 
of those three things, my experience tells me that he’s 
still going to be a good player. 


Q: It looks like the pitching is going to be the strength 
of the team. Is that by design? 

A: Yes. | think that pitching is an equalizer. You can 
have $100 million payrolls, and those teams can still 
get beat by good pitching. 


Q: So the decisions you’ve made along the way have 
been made from that philosophy? 

A: Yeah, just a balanced position player team that’s 
not dependent upon stars, and the best pitching we 
can humanly get. 


Q: Is there a team out there that you look at as an 
example of how you’d like to build or rebuild 

this team? 

A: | liked the Seattle team of two years ago. Not 

from a rebuilding standpoint, but from the type of 

team they had. They got rid of superstars and became 
even better. They had a bunch of good hitters. They played 
the game the right way. They played good defense. | think 
that’s a realistic goal, to have a team 

like that. | like the Yankees of the mid-1990s when 

they were building the team not just on superstars, 

but with their own players primarily. Remember, 

they didn’t have a guy hit over 30 home runs, which 

is not what | want. But those are two teams who 

played the game the right way. So maybe those two 

are the best examples. 


Q: What are your expectations for the team this year? 
A: | do expect us to win more games. | expect us to 
be more competitive. And | do think at some point 
between now and the end of the season, | have a 

firm hope and desire that we are going to be ready 
to transition into a contender. It may not be until the 
end of the season. | would be very disappointed if 
next off-season we aren’t looking at a goal of 
contending for our division. 


Q: How much of that desire to be a contender is 
based on the division you’re in, and how much of it 
is based on your ability to successfully rebuild? 

A: The division is definitely part of the plan. That’s 
part of our competitive advantage. Some teams have 
$100 million payrolls. Some teams have other things. 
We've got a division that helps us out. 
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Q: Is there any one player that you’re particularly 
intrigued by going into this season? 

A: | think Victor Martinez is going to have a breakout 
year, and establish himself clearly as a part of what 
we're doing. | think Cliff Lee has a chance to do the same 
thing. There are a few others, too. But those are the two 
guys | think could have really significant seasons.
